Poultry Glutting 


Nation's Market 


Washington, 
Nov. fr—(AP)— 


The agriculture department re- 
ported today—on the fifth poultry- 
less Thursday'of the food conser- 
vation program—that the nation's 
markets are being glutted with 
poultry- "Prices are going dowa, it 
added, and city dealers are urging 
country shippers to hold their 
chickens back for lack of a 
market. 


Cold storage stocks of frozen 


poultry, which on Oct. 1 were at 
record levels for that date, con- 
tinued to increase last month to 
such an extent that the industry 
was saiS to be running out of 
space to store dressed poultry. 


The department added in its 


monthly report on the poultry 
market that the low volume of 
consumer buying "mystified" the 
trade because poultry was being 
offered at prices relatively low 
as compared with other meats. 


The report was issued as repre- 


sentatives of the poultry'industry 
renewed their .efforts to get the 
citizens food conservation^'" com- 
mittee headed by Charles Luckman 
to do away with the poultryless 
part of its program. 


More Feed Being tfsed 


The objective of the poultryless 


Thursday as explained by the com- 
mittee is to discourage feeding 
of grains and poultry so that more 
cereals might be saved for export 
to shortage areas abroad. 
. The poultry industry argues that 
the; committee's action is in effect 
causing' increased rather than de- 
creased consumption of grain- 


Instead of winding up on con- 


sumer .dinner tables chickens are 
remaining on farms, the industry- 
says, to consume more feed. 


The agriculture department re- 


port says receipts of poultry on 
the nation's four largest markets 
in October were "appreciably less" 
than during September.

one nation can veto peace on 
earth." 
Byrnes ha-" advocated substan- 


tially Uie same line on previous 
occasions and the idea also has 
the support of Vandenberg who 
not only is chairman of the senate 
foreign relations committee but 
perhaps Marshall's leading- adviser 
on peace-making issues. Vanden- 
berg declared In a speech at Ann 
Arbor. Mich., Monday that "the 
peace conference should be called 
by those who do agree." 


No Official Word 


Of his own attitude Marshall 


said he intends to do his best to 
see whether the foreign ministers 
can find a basis for a German 
settlement, adding- that he never 
allows himself to be pessimistic 
as to the outcome of any opera- 
tion in which he is engaged. 


So far, there has been no offi- 


cial intimation from the state de 
parement that it might try to 
:orce a peace conference call, with 
or without Russian agreement. 


But the effect of the rising tide 


of American demands for such an 
action will be to confront the Rus- 
sians with an implied choice of 
two simple alternatives: Either to 
agree to steps likely to speed Ger- 
man peace settlement or be more 
or less compelled to stand aside 
.vhile the western powers proceed 
to try to make peace without 
them. 


The situation would not be tm- 


ike that with, which, the Soviets 
already find themselves faced in 
:he United Nations and in con- 
lection with the Marshall plan 
or European recovery. 


In the UN, majority votes in 


•ecent weeks have overruled Rus- 


time and again. And in pur- 


Uing the Marshall plain, the Unit- 
ed States and 16 cooperating west- 
ern European nations are pro- 
c«eding along a course to which 
iie Kremlin is unalterably op- 
posed.
